Notice to Tax-Payers 


Sec. 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes 1930 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall 
give seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town, or shall notify them, in such other way as the 
town at its annual meeting directs, to make and 
bring into them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner after such notice does not bring in 
such list, he is hereby barred of his right to make 
application. to the assessors or the county commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he of- 
fers such list with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

The health conditions in the Town of Camden for 
the past year have followed along the same trend 
as that reported by Dr. Coombs, our State Depart- 
ment Head. He said that the State of Public Health 
for the past year had been very satisfactory, with 
a very small incidence of contagious and infectious 
diseases.

The sanitary state of the town is on the whole 
satisfactory.

Some of his recommendations were of such a na- 
ture however, that at present a full correction would 
not be possible for the town to accomplish. 


The reports of the condition of our water supply 
that I have received from the Water Co. and the 
State Sanitary laboratory have on the whole been 
satisfactory, in that the Water Co. has taken such 
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means as advised by the Health Dept. to keep it 
good.

The school children have all received physical 
examinations, inspection of eyes and teeth and have 
been weighed and measured with the result that a 
number of children are under the care of their 
physician. 

In April a Dental Clinic was held with 42 chil- 
dren receiving full dental corrections. A tonsil clinic 
was held in August at the Community Hospital 
where eleven children were operated on by Dr. EIl- 
lingwood, Dr. Hart and Dr. Tounge assisting. 

Thirty-five children are getting milk twice a day 
at school and nearly one hundred are taking cod- 
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liver oil. Special attention is being given children 
who are undernourished and also those having posi- 
tive tuberculin tests: } 

Follow up care was given in October to all chil- 
dren having chest x-rays. Twenty-two were re-x-ray- 
ed and physical examinations were given by Dr. 
Cromwell, Clinician. Seven were discharged from 
the clinic, the rest to be rechecked next year.

Report of Fire Department 


The new Seagrave truck we bought last year was 
delivered and tested on September 30, 1937. The 
test was very satisfactory to all concerned and the 
truck was immediately put in commission. It has 
answered 65 calls since, some of these calls coming 
in very bad weather and storms; the men feel that 
we are giving them all the protection possible with 
this kind of a fire truck. We also find that we save

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time in getting away to the fire because we can dress 
on the way and be comfortable and in much better 
shape to go to work on arrival at the scene. 


In an insurance check-up last summer the Ameri- 
can LaFrance truck went through a very rigid test 
and is still way ahead of the Underwriters specifi- 
cations and is in good order mechanically. The 
Hose truck and Ladder truck are in good working 
order, but it is getting to be a problem to get tires 
of proper size for the wheels. 


The Emergency truck, still under control of the 
Camden Fire Department First Aid division, is do- 
ing good work and has answered over 200 ealls 
since started in January, 19386, and after paying 
all bills for running expense and equipment we have 
some $300.00 in cash on hand, due to the fact that 
we get the benefit of the Sunday pictures which has 
to go to charity. The men that go out on that truck 
do not get one cent for their time, but are very 
glad to be able to help the less fortunate in their | 
trouble. We have had a few donations to the cause, 
but I still maintain that we can run this service with- 
out any appropriation fro mthe town and I am sure 
it is no great hardship to the men. 


We cleaned and painted the inside of the Fire 
Station from top to bottom this year by all volunteer 
labor by our own men when not working. This is the 
first time for eight years that any painting has been 
done on the inside; the material was taken from the 
regular appropriation of the department. 


We still try to maintain the high standard of 
efficiency for the department and I think we have 
been very successful.

Town Manager’s Report 


For accomplishments in 1937, I wish to mention, 
first of all, the improvements made on the site of the 
old Camden Anchor Factory. From December, 1936 
to May, 1937, the old burned buildings were cleaned 
up and the area graded. This work was carried on 
during the months when a number of men were out 
of work, a fact which added much to the usefulness 
of the project. 

In July we started the granite sea wall under a 
contract with Irving G. Barbour of Rockland. After 
completing the granite wall, work was continued 
under the supervision of E. G. Young in building a 
rip-rap wall from the end of the granite sea wall 
to the rear of Main Street buildings, back-filling 
behind sea wall, timber coping and oak piling in 
front of sea wall. Photographs in this year’s report 
compared with the one in last year’s report, show 
the improvement. 7 


We are greatly indebted to Mrs. Bok for her con- 
tribution, and to Mr. Young who so freely gave his 
time to the supervision and inspection of the entire 
project. ; 

A Federal work relief project has been carried 
on since December, at the ‘Snow Bowl’; involving 
over eleven thousand dollars ($11,000.00) of Gov- 
ernment money, and furnishing work to over seventy 
men from Camden and Rockport. 

Again we must thank Mrs. Bok for her generosity 
and loyalty in sponsoring this project; which will 
improve the ski slope, provide parking facilities and 
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make needed paths and landscaping around the 
lodge house. 

Under the leadership of Eugene C. C. Rich, presi- 
dent of the Outing Club, Camden has been provided 
& winter sports area second to none in Maine, and 
which will compare favorably with any in New Eng- 
land. 

Favorable mention should be made concerning im- 
provements made by the C. C. C. organization at 
‘Sagamore’ where attractive camp sites and picnic 
grounds were opened to the public last summer, be- 
tween the Atlantic Highway and the shore. 


IMPROVED WATERFRONT PROPERTY 
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I wish to thank the Odd Fellows, Episcopal Parish 
and the Y. M. C. A. for their cooperation in improv- 
ing the grounds at the corner of Chestnut and Wood 
Streets. 

Improvements made on our Village streets in- 
clude rebuilding, and surfacing with tar for the first 
time; Highland Avenue from Chestnut to Bonnie 
Brae; Spring Street from Mountain to Harden 
Avenue; Megunticook Street from Trim to Spring; 
Grove Street from Washington to Mountain; Gould 
Street from Washington to Mountain; Thomas Street 
and Cobb Road from Washington to Mechanic; 
Eaton Avenue and a part of the Sherman Point Road. 

Practically all streets, previously tarred, received 
a light coat of tar for maintenance purposes. The 
State resurfaced with tar all the state aid roads pre- 
viously tarred, and cooperated with town in widen- 
ing and resurfacing Harbor Hill. 

State aid construction funds have been used to 
sponsor the W. P. A. project on the Molyneaux 
Road, from Hodson’s corner to Hosmer Pond, which 
has been carried on during the fall and winter 
months. : 

State and Federal secondary road funds were 
expended on the Hope Road across Bog Bridge to the 
curve at “‘Raspberry Hill’. A special legislative ap- 
propriation is available for 1938, some of which will — 
be expended in continuing a stretch of the Hope 
Road, which should be completed and tarred for 
early summer traffic. 

.. State fund for third class was expended on Thom- 
as Street and Cobb Road, and the State fund for the 
so-called Rural mail route roads was eas on 

Howe Hill. |

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In addition to the road work specifically men- 
tioned, considerable gravel was used on all streets 
not tarred, especially on Colcord Avenue, Limerock 
Street, Harrison Avenue, and Branch Street. Also 
“Barnestown” road, road to Simonton from Pond 
road and the road around Megunticook Lake. 


All of the gravel for street work, and sand for tar, 
was taken from the Mills pit. 18,565 cu. yds. were 
taken from this pit, and would have cost $1,856.50 
if the town had not owned this property. 


Gravel for Molyneaux Road is being purchased 
from Eugene Upham and George E. Nash. 


A sidewalk was built on Central Street between 
Trim and Cross streets, in addition to sidewalk 
maintenance on several of the other streets. 


A new 6” sewer was built on Wood Street, from 
Chestnut Street to the property owned by Lottie M. 
Pitcher, a distance of about 300 ft. 

A new 3” centrifugal pump was added to sewer 
equipment. 

The most outstanding new piece of equipment 
purchased by town in 1937 was the Seagrave 500 
gallon, sedan type, fire engine. This has proven a 
very valuable addition to our fire fighting equip- 
ment. 


A new Dodge service truck was purchased to re- 
place the Chevrolet truck which had been in opera- 
tion four years. 


Repairs on Opera House involved considerable 
money, as it was found necessary to clean, repair, 
and paint gutters, in connection with the outside 
painting of doors and windows. For the most part, 
the overdraft on the Opera House was caused by 
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insurance expiring in 1937, and extra money was 
raised under the Incidental account to offset the 
insurance premiums coming due. 


Overdraft in the Poor account was principally on 
account of the suspension of Old Age Assistance, 
which amounted to over $4,000.00. I hope that this 
deserving group may receive their pensions soon, 
and consequently reduce our charity expense for 
the coming year. 


The W. P. A. appropriation was expended for 
completion of the Knowlton Street bridge, and to 
carry on the sewing project. The overdraft was 
caused by a ruling from W. P. A. issued in April, 
1937, that the sponsor would have to pay wages of 
the Supervisor. 

Inasmuch as the State Aid fund was used to 
sponsor W. P. A. road work for the winter months, 
it was necessary to overdraw the account to keep 
the men at work. 

To offset the overdrawn accounts, we have saved 
enough from other accounts to make a net unex- 
-pended balance of $1,581.85 to help reduce our net 
town debt. For this saving we are indebted to the 
“Weather man’’, to a large extent, for providing an 
open winter which helped to save our snow appro- 
priation. 

Although we have a large amount of uncollected 
taxes, the financial condition of the town is sound, 
ell bills are paid except a temporary loan for $10,- 
000.00 and the net town debt has been reduced 
nearly $13,000,000 this year. 

Individual items of expenditures are listed in the 
Camden Herald, issue of March 10, or may be seen 
at the Selectmen’s Office. 
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I would also call to your attention an inventory 
and appraisal of Federal projects as printed in the 
local paper on March 10. This was done at the re- 
quest of the Administrator of W. P. A.

This budget calls for an increase over the appro- 
priation of 1937 of $2,744. An increase over the ex- 
penditures last year of $2,357.12. This increase will 
restore the teachers’ salaries, install new toilets at 
the high school, which must be done, and make 
necessary improvements in the equipment in the 
Household Arts department recommended by the 
State. If these improvements are made the town 
will receive extra Federal aid amounting to $300 
each year. The total cost of the improvements will 
be $400. 

This is my fifteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Camden schools and the forty-seventh in 
the series of superintendent’s reports. 

I am glad to report that when school opened last 
fall we were equipped with a new projector for the 
showing of educational films. This was made pos- 
sible through the kindness of our friend, Mr. Chas. 
C. Wood, who gave nearly $300 toward the cost of 
the machine. The balance of $200 was contributed 
from the proceeds of the School Operetta given by 
the Grade pupils last spring. I want to take this 
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opportunity to express my appreciation to Mr. Wood 
and to those who had charge of the Operetta funds 
for making it possible to purchase the projector. 

This projector has been in use weekly since school 
began last fall. A definite program of Visual Edu- 
cation is in the making. 

The winners of prizes in the graduating class of 
1937 were as follows: The Charles C. Wood Scholar- 
ship Prizes, $20 to Caroline Hopkins and $20 to 
Norman Marriner. Lyford Beverage received the 
$20 prize offered by Thomas W. McKay and Velma 
Grey received the $20 prize offered by Dr. Douglas 
Thom for the boy and girl who showed the most im- 
provement during the four years in high school. 

It is the hope of the School Committee that the 
town can appropriate sufficient funds to return the 
cuts in the teachers’ salaries this year. Many towns 
and cities have returned all salary cuts. We feel that 
the teachers in Camden would not be overpaid when 
they received their former salaries. 

I think that the citizens of Camden should appre- 
ciate the splendid service rendered each year by the 
members of the School Committee. It is no small mat- 
ter to attend to the duties and responsibilities rest- 
ing upon the School Committee which has general 
charge of the educational program. The members 
of this Committee serve without remuneration. 

I want to express my appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the School Committee, the teachers and the 
citizens for their loyal support in my attempt to 
keep Camden schools at least on a par with the best 
schools in Maine.

39. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to cooperate with the State in the Control of 
White Pine Blister Rust, and how the same shall be

40. To see if the town will vote to accept from 
Mrs. Mary Louise Bok, the land on the southerly 
side of Atlantic Avenue between the ‘Shore Park’’, 
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owned by the town of Camden, and the land of C. 
B. and Bruce Borland, upon condition that the same 
be used for park purposes, and be under the control 
of the Board of Trustees of the Camden Public Li- 
brary. 

41. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
that part of Limerock Street easterly of Bay View 
Street, and also the so-called ‘Steamboat Road”’ 
from Limerock Street to the line between Henry 
Baldwin and Henry Maker; provided that Henry 
Baldwin deed to the town of Camden shore property 
easterly of steamboat road, equal in amount to that 
now owned by the town at foot of Limerock street, 
with the understanding that a turn-around, or a 
road, be built from the Steamboat Road to Bay View 
Street on the land of Henry Baldwin at no expense to 
the town of Camden.

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| Memorial for Civil War Tlaval Hero 


William Conway of Camden, who served for a 
period of forty-five years in the United States Navy, 
was stationed in the Pensacola, Florida, Navy yard 
at the beginning of the war. ‘Traitors, high in pow- 
er, were conspiring to surrender the navy yard to 
the enemy. On January 12, 1861, Lieut. Renshaw 
ordered Quartermaster Conway to haul down the 
Union flag. Conway’s reply was: “I won’t do it, sir; 
that is the flag of my country; I have served under it 
many years; I won’t dishonor it now.” Renshaw 
lowered the flag himself. 


On August 30, 1906, Camden honored this hero 
with suitable memorial exercises, and placed the 
tablet shown here on a boulder hauled from Ogier 
hill by sixty horses and placed on the Elm Street 
School grounds.
